AROKNTINR WHEAT. 


The persistent, conspicuous and eager 
exploiting of the Argentine Republic as 
a formidable rival to the United States 
in grain raising or as a great factor in 
the world of cereals has come to a halt. 
For several years English buyers used 
Argentine as a club to knock down the 
wheat markets, or the paw of the g 
i 
bear. It is hardly too much to say that 
it was one stupendous oonfidenoe game. 
The Argentine wheat crop, at best, has 
been a relatively small affair, and what 
is more, the quality of wheat is poor. It 
would all be graded rejected in our Chi­ 
cago market. 
The latest advices say that the sur­ 
plus this year will be only thirteen mil­ 
lion bushels, not enough to furnish 
bread to the state of Illinois, and less 
than half the production of the state, 
and Illinois is not much of a wheat 
state either. It is safe to say that the 
surplus of Illinois is greater than that 
of the much vaunted Argentine Repub­ 
lic. 
The United States has no occasion to 
be jealous of Argentina, but we have a 
right to protest against the use of that 
little “ jag" of wheat to cheat our farm­ 
ers out of a fair price for their crop, as 
has been done year after year,almost, in 
fact, ever since that country began to 
raise wheat for exportation. 


THE GIORU1A ANTI TRUST LAW 


The state of Georgia has recently 
enacted an anti trust law which is quite 
comprehensive. 
It prohibits and de­ 
clares void all contracts, agreements 
or arrangements made with a view to 
preventing or obstructing free competi­ 
tion. 
It declares unlawful and void all 
trusts that are designed to regulate 
prices. Domestic corporations that dis­ 
obey the law must surrender their 
charter and foreign corporations viola 
ting its provisions are prevented from 
doing business in the state. It is made 
the duty of the attorney general r4 the 
state to begin suit against any corpora­ 
tions failing to comply with the provi­ 
sions of the law. 
There are no distinc­ 
tions made between different kinds of 
trusts or combinations. All are to be 
treated alike. It is based on the theory 
that free competition is a public advan 
tage and anything that takes 
this 
away is against the interest of the peo­ 
ple.

It seems almost incredible, in view of 
the wonderful labyrinth of postal routes 
all over the world today, that there ever 
could have been a time when there were 
no postofflces, no letter carrier, no mail 
facilities at ail. 
But, of course, there had to be some 
means at communication even in the 
earliest ages, though these were confined 
for centuries to emperors and kings mid 
other great rulers. 
The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings and satraps 
as their vassals. With these it was nec­ 
essary to oommunicate with oertainty 
and regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to carry dispatches and 
reports to and from the more distant 
provinces. 
Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so sta­ 
tions were established along the roads 
at oertain intervals, where couriers were 
always In readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, and carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. 
These stations 
were called '‘posts,” from the Latin 
word posi turn—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
system. 
In the Old Testament are frequent 
references to the posts. In II Chronicles 
you will find, “ So the posts went with 
the letters, ” and “ So the posts passed 
from oity to oity ” In Esther also a» d 
in Job and Jeremiah you will find other 
allusions to the posts. But they were 
never for the use of the common people. 
The Roman Emperor Augustus was 
the first to establish a system of posts 
suggestive of the present system. You 
have heard the saying, “ All roads lead 
to Rome. ” This was the origin of It: 
From Rome as a center post roads were 
built, called “ royal highways, ” extend­ 
ing all over Europe. After the decline 
of the Roman empire these post roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and daring 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
In the thirteenth and fourteenth con 
furies, however, their need began to be 
so strongly felt that posts between dif­ 
ferent parts of the same country were 
established, and soon these were extend­ 
ed into other countries. These posts 
were carried first by foot runners and 
then a little later by men on horseback. 
It was not long, though, before the 
post privilege was extended, and it was 
found im possible for horseback riders to 
cany the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances were provided, and the 
next step was for these conveyances td 
carry passengers as well as the mail 
And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to our 
hitherto shut in ancestors it is bard for 
us of the present day to realize even 
faintly. But it is safe to say that tbs 
evolution of the public poet and to© 
mail coach did more than any other on# 
thing to hasten civilization. 
In the reign of the Emperor Freder­ 
ick 7? Francis you L-ssis, whose 
father is said to have established a poe> 
al service across the Tyrol and Styri% 
entered the service of the house of Haps* 
burg and became the founder of tM 
modern postal system. Through Yon 
L&xis the emperor established regular 
poets throughout his kingdom between 
the years 1440 and 149 8, and at the be­ 
ginning of the sixteenth century the 
Austrian post became the international 
poet of the Hapsburg dynasty. 
In France the University of Paris or­ 
ganized a postal servioe in the thirteenth 
century whioh flourished until 1719. In 
some parts of Europe there were toother 
hoods and mercantile guilds whioh es­ 
tablished poets and postofflces subject 
to the government 
In England, in 1668, Rowland Hill 
started a private post, but Cromwell’s 
heavy hand came down on the enter­ 
prise, and the men who carried the let­ 
ters were trampled down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later (m Mr. Hill came to 
the front again, instituted many re­ 
forms in the servioe, and at last gave to 
England a real and effective postal serv­ 
ice. Louis XI of France founded a postal 
system in 1464, which was greatly un­ 
proved by Charles IX in 
1666. 
But it was not alone the Christian 
nations that felt the need of a postal 
servioe. When the Spaniards invaded 
South America, they fcgfnd a regular 
system of posts in opera Jon, so that the 
news of their landing w * oarried to the 
inca with incredible swiftness, the post­ 
men being runners, who oarried around 
their waists knotted oords, a code of sig­ 
nals or sign writing 
Coming down to our own oountry, 
suppose we take a peep at the mail 
methods in vogue in its earlier days. 
Let us take as a type the postal service 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1762, a post was established “ to got 
monthly. ” Post riders, starting at ths 
same hour from each end of the route, 
oarried the mails. Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met and exchanged bags 
at Say brook, Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then eaoh man returned to 
his starting point, which, of oourua 
took nearly another week. 
It was Benjamin Franklin that, in 
1775, suggested the (dan for a postal 
service on which our present system if 
founded. In the early days of this sys 
tom rates were charged that seem (mi 
rageous to ns of the present day—be­ 
tween Boston and New York, 
18^ 
cents, and 25 cents for points beyond 
Of course this led to swindling the gov­ 
ernment and the smuggling of letter» , 
Private parties oarried mail seeretly at 
lower rates, and in 1089 Harnden’s ex­ 
press entered the fidld, carrying letters 
concealed in bundles and ether packages 
at less than legal rates. 
But as toon as the government low­ 
ered its charge* all these smugglers 
dropped out of ths race. There wss no

Man was indubitably at one period o f 
his ex istence an arboreal animal. He 
had much to do with "the trees of the 
garden.” In some places and as repre­ 
sented by some races he still lives 
among them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
like monkey s and travel for long dis 
lances from one tree to another without 
descending to the ground. The birds 
build little fairy like cabins on the 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
treea. First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he bas selected, begins by cut 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do any thing 
with the tools he uses if y ou should see 
them. He has no saw or steel edged ax , 
but only a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and is 
made of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. All parts are firmly 
lashed together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. It is not a 
large house, though it sometimes con­ 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil 
dren in case of a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribes. 
The house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In case an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
within the house. The elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country , seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, like 
those of y ellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently , like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If y ou should climb the long ladder 
and peep in at the door, y on will find 
the family , perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating y ams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing them with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry . You 
will find there no pictures, toy s or play ­ 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no mats on the floor. 
Many a true built nest is constructed 
with more art and is more comfortable 
for the little ones who are bom in it> 
aud is far prettier than the rode huts of 
the wild men of New Guinea.—Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer.

ANOINTMENT AT CORONATIONS. 


Birds That Feign Death. 
One of tile most rem arkable devices 
resorted to by w ild thing* for their own 
protection is that of sham m ing death 
A beetle or spider w ill doable in it* 
legs aud lie as if dead. 
The reason for 
this is obvious. 
It m ay then be passed 
over, m istaken for a bit of leaf or stick. 
B ut it is more difficult to account for 
this practice in birds. 
A moor hen or land (mil w ill feign 
death, lying in the hand perfectly lim p 
and to all appearances unconscious. 
It 
has been suggested tha t the idea is that, 
being already dead, the captor w ill not 
trouble to kill them. 
More probably It is m erely a ruse in 
the hope that by lying still they may 
be forgotten and craw l off presently u n ­ 
observed. A nother reason is suggested 
by the fact tha t cats and the cat tribe 
do not often touch their prey unless it 
moves.—Loudon Standard. 


Peculiarity of the Kus*Iou Careme*!? 
Said to Be Very Im portant. 
It is not generally known tha t the rite 
of coronation in the Russo G reek church 
agrees w ith the religious ceremony of 
an English coronation in one very im 
port an t particular or tha t this reseal 
blanco distinguishes the coronation serv­ 
ices of England and R ussia from those 
of all other countries. 
The identity of cerem onial consists in 
the 
use of 
the "ho ly chrism ,” or 
"cream ,” in the anointm ent of the sov­ 
ereign. In the Rom an rite, at the coro­ 
nations of the old em perors of Germ any 
—tha t is to shy, of the holy Rom an em ­ 
pire, to w hich A u stria in a sense, has 
•nooeeded— not the sohism, but the in­ 
ferior oil of the catechumens, or candi­ 
dates for baptism, is employed. 
In the 
eastern rite, on the contrary, the chrism 
is used. 
T his chrism is understood to bestow 
*a character, ’' to use a theological term , 
upon the recipient—in other words, it 
Im parts certain gifts of the Holy G host 
not ex actly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not used in the east for the ordina­ 
tion of bishops or priests, bu t neverthe­ 
less a special g ift from on high, w hich 
Is indefeasible in him w ho receives it, 
and w hich, so long as he corresponds 
w ith divine grace, gives him supernat­ 
ural sacram ental grace to fulfil the d u ­ 
ties of his high office. 
T his is the m eaning of the words "the 
seal of the gift of the Holy G host” used 
at the confirm ation of a child in the 
east im m ediately after its baptism , and 
the sam e w ords are again used when 
the em peror Is again anointed a t his cor­ 
onation. I t is in the case of the em peror 
alone tha t a m an is ever anointed in tho 
east m ore than onoe in his life. 
As a l­ 
ready stated, the chrism has never been 
used in the consecration of bishops, as 
it is in the greater part of the week 
Now it is a very interesting point to 
notice tha t the only country in the w orld 
besides R ussia in whioh a t the present 
day the sovereign is anointed w ith 
chrism is England. T his used also to be 
the case in France, ba t of course the 
French m onarchy is now a thin g of the 
pa st 
In a learned paper by Dr. W ick 
ham Legg a note is quoted from 
pam phlet printed in 1519 upon the m an 
nor of crow ning the emperor, in w hich 
it is stated tha t w hereas the kings of 
E ngland, France and "Jerusalem and 
C icilie” w ere thus anointed, there were 
no few er than 82 other kingdom s a t that 
tim e in w estern Europe, including Po­ 
land, of w hich the sovereigns were not 
anointed. 
The kingdom of ' ' Jerusalem 
and C icilie” has of course long disap­ 
peared. —London Times.

There are now about 80 wholesale 
commission dealers in out flowers in the 
city .

Now nearly all 
florists boy of the wholesale commission 
dealers in the city . 
The flowers sold in this city are grown 
In New J ersey , and on Long Island and 
at some other points in this state.

ARGENTINE WHEAT. 


The persistent, conspicuous and eager 
exploiting of the Argentine Republic as 
a formidable rival to the United State* 
in grain raising or as a great factor in 
the world of cereals has come to a halt. 
For several years English buyers used 
Argentine aa a dub to knock down the 
wheat markets, or the paw of the p 
bear. 
It is hardly too much to Hay that 
it was one stupendous confidence game. 
The Argentine wheat crop, at best, has 
been a relatively small affair, and what 
is more, the quality of wheat is poor. It 
would all be graded rejected in our Chi­ 
cago market. 
The latest advices say that the sur­ 
plus ibis year will be only thirteen mil 
lion bushels, not enough to furnish 
bread to the state of Illinois, and less 
than half the production of the state, 
and Illinois is not much of a wheat 
•tate either. 
It is safe to say that the 
surplus of Illinois is greater than that 
of the much vaunted Argentine Repub 
lie. 
The United States has no occasion t > 
be jealous of Argentina, but we have 
right to protest against the use of that 
little “jag" of wheat to cheat our farm­ 
ers out of a fair price for their crop, as 
has been done year after year,a1 most, in 
fact, ever since that country began to 
raise wheat for exportation.

The state of Georgia has recently 
enacted an anti trust law which is quite 
comprehensive. 
It prohibits and de­ 
cries void all contracts, agreements 
or arrangements made with a view to 
preventing or obstructing free competi­ 
tion. 
It declares unlawful and void all 
trusts that are designed to regulate 
prices. 
Domestic corporations that dis­ 
obey the law must surrender their 
charter and foreign corporations viola 
ting its provisions are prevented from 
doing business in the state. 
It is made 
the duty of the attorney general of the 
state to begin suit against any corpora­ 
tions failing to comply with the provi­ 
sions of the law. 
There are no distinc­ 
tions made between different kinds of 
trusts or combinations. 
All are to be 
treated alike. It is based on the theory 
that free competition is a public advan 
tage and anything that takes 
this 
away is against the interest of the peo 
pie.

Central intact* Pioneer Dead. 
Pkxju*, Ills., Jan, 5.—Mr. Crane, the 
venerable father-in-law of Congressman 
J. V. Graff, toad one of the pioneer and 
leading residents of central Illinois, is 
daad, near chis city. 


It seem# almost incredible, in view of 
the wonderful labyrinth of postal routes 
ell over the world today, that there ever 
could have been a time when there were 
no postoffice*, no letter carrier, no mail 
facilities at all. 
Bat, of course, there had to be soma 
means of communication even in the 
earliest ages, though these were confined 
for centuries to emperors and kings mid 
other great rulers. 
The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, Of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings and satraps 
as their vassals. With these it was nec­ 
essary to communicate with certainty 
and regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to carry dispatches and 
reports to and from the more distant 
provinces. 
Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so 
lions were established along the roads 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always in readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, and carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. 
These stations 
were called ' ‘posts,” from the Latin 
word positurn—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
system. 
In the Old Testament are frequent 
references to the poets. In II Chronicles 
you will find, “ So the peats went with 
the letters,” and “ So the posts passed 
from city to city. ” In Esther also and 
in Jeff) and Jeremiah yon wilt find other 
allusions to the posts. Kelt they were 
never for the use of the common people. 
The Roman Emperor Angosto# was 
the first to establish a system of posts 
suggestive of the present system. Yon 
have heard rite saying, “ All roads lead 
to Rome.” This was the origin of it: 
From Rome as a center post roads were 
built, called "royal highways, ” extend­ 
ing all over Europe. 
After the decline 
at the Roman empire them post roads 
Were abandoned by degrees, and daring 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen 
tories, however, their need began to bs 
so strongly felt that posts between dif­ 
ferent parts of the same country wert 
established, and soon these were extend­ 
ed into other countries 
These posts 
were curried first by foot runners and 
then a little later by men on horseback 
It was not long, though, before the 
post privilege was extended, and it war 
found impossible for horseback riders to 
cany the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances were provided, and tho 
next step was for these conveyances to 
carry passengers as well as the mail. 
And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to our 
hitherto shat in ancestors it is hard for 
na of the present day to realize even 
faintly. But it is safe to say that tbs 
evolution of the publio post and the 
mail coach did more than any other (ms 
thing to hasten civilization. 
In the reign of the Emperor Freder­ 
ick III, Francis von lauds, whose grand' 
father is said to have established a peek 
a1 service acrose the Tyrol and Styri% 
entered the service of the house of Hap** 
burg and became the founder of th* 
modern postal system. Through Von 
Laxis the emperor established regular 
posts throughout his kingdom between 
the years 1440 and 1498, and at the be­ 
ginning of the sixteenth century the 
Austrian post became the international 
post of the Haps burg dynasty. 
In France the University of Paris or­ 
ganized a postal service in the thirteenth 
century which flourished until 1719. la 
some parts of Europe there were brother 
hoods and mercantile guilds which es­ 
tablished posts and postoffice* subject 
to the government 
In England, in 1658, Rowland Hill 
started a private post, but Cromwell's 
heavy hand came down on the enter­ 
prise, and the men who carried the let­ 
ters were trampled down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. Hill came to 
the front again, instituted many 
forms in the service, and at last gave lo 
England a real and effective postal serv­ 
ice Louis XI of France founded a postal 
system in 1464, which was greatly im­ 
proved by Charles IX in 1565. 
Bat it was not alone the Christian 
nations that felt the need of a postal 
service. When the Spaniards invaded 
South America, they found a regular 
system of posts in operate©, so that tbs 
nows of their landing w a carried to tbs 
inca with incredible swiftness, the post­ 
men being runners, who carried around 
their waists knotted oorda, a code of sig­ 
nals or sign writing. 
Coming down to our own country, 
suppose we take a peep at the mail 
methods in vogue in its earlier days. 
Let us take as a type the postal tw ic e 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1762, a post was established "to go* 
rn cm th ly. ” Post riders, starting at th* 
•ame hour from each end of the route, 
carried the mails. Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met aud exchanged bags 
at Saybrook, Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then each man returned Id 
his starting point* which, of ooursu 
took nearly another week. 
It was Benjamin Franklin that, in 
1775, suggested the plan for a postal 
service on which our present system if 
founded. In the early days of tills ays 
ton rates were charged that seem oak 
ragccus to a* of tho present day - bu 
tween Boston and New York, 
cents, and 25 cents for points 
Of course this led to swindling the gow 
eminent and the smuggling of letter*. 
Private parties carried mail seeratly at 
lower rates, and in 4889 Hamden'• ex­ 
press entered the field, carrying letters 
concealed in bundles and ether packages 
at leas than legal rates. 
But as roo© as the government low­ 
ered its charges all these h muggier* 
dropped out cf tim race. There was na

Man was indubitably at one period of 
his existence an arboreal animal. He 
bad much to do with "the trees of the 
garden." In some places and as repre­ 
sented by some races he still lives 
among them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
like monkeys and travel for long dis­ 
tances from one tree to another without 
descending to the ground. The birds 
build little fairylike cabins od the 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he has selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on w inch his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he uses if yon should see 
them. He has no saw or steel edged ax. 
but only a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and 
made of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. All parts are firmly 
lashed together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. It is not 
large house, though it sometimes con 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil­ 
dren in case of a sudden attack by bos 
tile tribes. 
Tho house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In case an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
within the house. The elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. The breeze, too, rocks 
fee house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
and peep in at the door, you will find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing them with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no mats on the floor. 
Many a true built nest is constructed 
with more art and is more comfortable 
for the little ones who are bora in iti 
and is far prettier than the rude huts of 
the wild men of New Guinea. —Phi la­ 
id phi a Inquirer.

A resu ltan t* of the R Ossian Ceresaeay 
Bald to Be Very Im portant. 
It is not generally known that the rite 
of coronation iu the Russo-Greek church 
agrees with the religious ceremony of 
an English coronation in one very im 
port ant particular or that this resem 
blanc© distinguishes the coronation serv­ 
ices of England and Russia from those 
of all other countries. 
The identity of ceremonial consists In 
the use of 
the “ holy chrism," or 
"cream,” in the anointment of the sot 
©reign. In the Roman rite, at the coro­ 
nations of the old emperors of Germany 
—that is to why, of the holy Roman em­ 
pire, to which Austria, in a sense, has 
succeeded—not th® sohism, but the in 
ferlor oil of the catechumens, or cand! 
dates for baptism, is employed. In the 
eastern rite, on the contrary, the chrism 
is used. 
This chrism is understood to bestow 
' 'a character," to use a theological term, 
upon the recipient—in other words, it 
Imparts certain gifts of the Holy Ghost 
not exactly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not used in the east for the ordina­ 
tion of bishops or priests, bat neverthe­ 
less a special gift from on high, which 
is indefeasible in him who receives it, 
and which, so long as he corresponds 
with divine graoe, gives him supernal 
oral sacramental grace to fulfil the du­ 
ties of his high office. 
This is fee meaning of the words “ the 
seal of the gift of the Holy Ghost" used 
at the confirmation of a child in the 
east immediately after its baptism, and 
the same vt ords are again used when 
the emperor is again anointed at his cor­ 
onation. It is in the case of the emperor 
alone that a man is ever anointed in the 
east more than once in his life. Aa al­ 
ready stated, the chrism has never been 
used in the consecration of bishops, as 
it is in the greater part of the wee! 
Now it is a very interesting point to 
notice that the only country in the world 
besides Russia in which at tim present 
day the sovereign is anointed with 
chrism is England. This used also to be 
the case in France, but of course the 
French monarchy is now a thing of the 
past In a learned paper by Dr. Wick 
ham Legg rn note is quoted from 
pamphlet printed in ISI 9 upon the man 
ner of crowning the emperor, in which 
it is stated th at whereas the kings of 
England, France and "Jerusalem and 
Cicilie” were thus anointed, there were 
no fewer than 82 other kingdoms at that 
timo in western Europe, including Po­ 
land, of which the sovereigns were not 
anointed. The kingdom of "Jerusalem 
and Cicilie" has of course long disap­ 
peared. —London Time*.

They 
are brought here by express packed in 
boxes constructed for the purpose. The 
busy part of toe day in the wholesale 
flower establishments is from 8 o’clock 
In the morning, at about which time 
the flowers arrive, until about noon. 
The customers of the wholesale deal 
include not only city florists, but also 
florist* in many places within 70 miles 
around New York, and flowers are often 
shipped from here to points mach more 
distant—New York Sun.
